A cable from Hue, 120 miles northeast of Kamranh Bay, an- 
nounces that the Russians were attacked south of the Gulf of Ton- 
king last night, and that the battle lasted more than three hours. 
The gun fire could be plainly heard off Touron, twenty-five miles 
southwest of the city of Hue, and began shortly after midnight. The 


‘The dispatch from Hue has been confirmed by another from 
Saigon, through the French cable line, which says there was heavy 
firing off the French Cochin-China coast during the night, and that 
the cannonading lasted more than four hours. 

The fact that no Russian ships have returned, either to Kamranh 
or Touron harbors, northeast, leads naval officers here to believe 
that the fight was a torpedo attack on the part of the Japanese, and 
that this is the beginning of a series of night battles planned againgt 
the Russians while Rojestvensky is making his way in the China Sea 
toward Formosa.

ROM her overflowing cornucopia of 

plenty, nature poured forth her 

fairest blossoms yesterday for the 
joyous Easter festival. 

Marest of flowers, that in the peren- 
®loom perpetuate the lesson of the 
Resurrection morn, lent their Beauty 
te the anthems thr: went up from every 
of Christian worship in Los 
Angties. 


The message of the flowers was the 
game, whether they brightened the dim 
recesses of the humble little Church of 
Our Lady of the Angels, at the Piaza, 
oF heightened the attractiveness of the 
rich interior of St. John’s, on West 
Adams street. 

Beautiful as were the decorations in 
many of the churches—and none was’ 
so lowly that it could not command a 
share of the floral bounty-—there was 
@ feeling in some quarters that only 
partial advantage had taken of 
the possibilities held out by the burst- 
ing buds and beckoning branches in 
this abundant land of flowers; a sense 
that a far more effective display might 
bave been made. 

Criticiam aside, however, this year's 
Master decorations were admirable, and 
on the whole, spoke well for those 
who had them in charge. There may 
Rave been a lack of originality in ar- 
fTangement, but there are certain re- 
Strictions usually observed that prob- 
ably militated against any striking de- 


ure. 
White and green was the combina- 
tién most generally carried out, limit- 
the choice of flowers to but a few, 
le the selection of designs held 
pretty clesely to the cross—the em- 
blem of the day. 

Callas, because of their white purity, 
and eke of their abundance, predomi- 
nated everywhere, while there was more 
limited use of the St. Joseph's, or 

lily, its stately stalk and bell-like 
Mossom making it distinctively the 
queen of all. 

White carnations, La Marque 

y Banksia roses, and the tempting 
‘Marguerite, or ox-eyed daisy, added to 
& Scattering of other biooms to fill our 
the complement. 

Of greenery there was no end. Thou- 
esends of yards of smilax were seen ev- 
erywhere; the feathery fronds of great 
ate palms embellished barren wai! ex- 
panses; sword ferns and potted palms 
were used in backgrounds; asparagus 
plumosus entwined chancel rail and 
column; the dark green of bamboo 
branches filled many a niche, ee 

per boughs, asparagus sprengeri an 
ether plants of vernal foliage filled out 
the picture. 

UNIQUE AMONG MANY. 

Probably most unique of al! was the 
G@ecoration of the First English Lu- 
theran Church, Eighth and Flower 
Sireets. The central figure was the 
“sate of Life,” an archway of white 
@ntwined with smilax in which calla 
Wiles were interspersed. Opening in- 
Ward through the arch wae a low 
picket gate, also trimmed with smi- 
lax and lilies. 

This open gateway jed to a commun- 
ion table which was spread with white, 
bearing the sacrament. 

Over the baptismal font was an im- 
mense cluster of Margvuerites; a cross 


dispiayed in a wealth of greenery on 
the platform. 
Simple and effective was the decora- 


tion of the First Christian Church, 
Hope and Eleventh streets. It was a’ 
if a great field of wild mustard had 
been planted in its interior: In front 
of the pulpit spread the golden carpet, 
ene oon efther side, extending upward 
to the choir loft were similar stretches 
of the sunshine-reflecting bloom. This 
wee all, with the exception of a large 
white cross of callas that hung on 
the wall at the side of the platform, 
and a beautiful use of palm fronds— 
and it was suflicient. — 
GREAT WHITE COLUMN. 

A great column of calla lilles was 
the central figure at the First Congre- 
gational Church, Ninth and Hope 
streets. It stood at the left of the 
pulpit, while the choir rail at the 
right was banked with callas and smi- 
lax and a large basket of Marguerites 
was suspended above the organ. Over 
a door at the left of the platform was 
a filigree of green from which peeped 
out numerous small white roses. 
clusters’ of Bt. lilies and a 
plentiful use ofepalm fronds rounded 
out an excellent order of decoration. 

St. Vincent’s Roman Catholic Church, 
Grand avenue and Washington street, 
dispiayed a profusion of St. Joseph's 
lilies, calles and white carnations, dis- 
tributed in tasteful array before the 
three altars, with palms, ferns and oth- 
ler plants to heighten the general effect.

CHARMING EFFECT. 

St. Joseph's ‘ilies stood high at elther 
side of the altar at St. John’s Episco- 
pal Church, and the rood screen was 
entwined with smilax and sprinkled 
plentifully with caHas cnd carnations. 
Umbrella plants and ferns, with other 
greenery and a profusion of white 
flowers, combined with the lighted can- 
dies and the light of day streaming 
tnrough the windows to make St. John’s 
one of the most pleasing of all the 
church interiors. 

Hanging baskets, filled alternately 
with Marguerites and sword ferns and 
swung between the columns that sup- 
ported the balcony, were atriking fea- 
tures at the Immanuel Presbyterian 
Church, Tenth and Figueroa streets. 
Festoons of smilax seemed to support 
the baskets. A large cross of callas 
and floral belis suspended from the 
celling were sided in the general ef- 
fect by a cluster of sweet William 
over the keyboard of the org.in, «a 
tracing of asparagus plumosus on the

WISTARIA’S BEAUTY. 

Rich in its simplicity was the artis- 
tic adornment of the Church of the 
Unity on South Flower street. Chains 
of white wistaria hung before the rich 
dark green curtain on the altar rail: 
bunches’ of Marguerites stood on the 
organ, and a jardiniere of asparagus 
sprengeri rested on the pulpit. 

GREAT SPREAD OF PALMS. 

It was as if two spreading date palms 
had been transplanted to the interior 
of the First Baptist Church on South 
Flower street. Sree-like clusters of the 
curling fronds stood at either side of 
the pulpit, while lesser numbers of the 
branches were used around the bal- 
cony railing. A pleasing effect was 
obtained in the use of callas in the 
arillwork at the base of the choir lofts 
on either side and above the level 
of the platform. 

Branches of bamboo spread from a 
ar in a corner of the balcony at the 
eft of the pulpit, and bending sprays 
of white roses extended from jardi- 
nieres on the ‘platform. The baptis- 
mal font at one side of the audito- 
rium was screened with a bank of La 
Marque and other white roses, ani 
many callas were used throughout the 
large room. 

While the vast interior of St. Paui's 
Pro-Cathedral did not lend itself well 
to any general scheme of adornmelt, 
there was a pleasing embellishment of 
its imposing interior. As usual, the 
memorial windows at the sides and 
rear bore beautiful tokens from the 
families or friends of those in who.

First Congregational Church. 

At the First Congregational Church 
the pastor, Rev. William Horace Day, 
preached at the morning service from 
the text, “He Appeared to Me Also.” 
I Cor. xv, & The theme was “The 
Easter Message of St. Paul.” He said 
in part: 

“In 36 A.D. a scholarly Pharisee was 
on his way to Damascus. He did not 
believe the resurrection of Jesus. His 
doubt was so positive that he was on 
his way to put in prison any believers 
who might be found. On that journey 
he had an experience that changed his 


/entire life and thought. He came back 


a believer in Jesus and His resurrec- 
tion. Hie doubt had vanished  be- 
cause, as he wrote nineteen -yvears later, 
‘He appeared to me also.’ The 15th of 
I. Cor. has two parts; the first thirty- 
four verses present the arguments for 
the belief in the fact of the -resurrec- 
tion, while the last half deals with 
the form of the resurrection. And the 
end of each part and is arguments is 
a short statement of some bit of prac- 
tica) ethics. 
“The paragraphs in the Revised Bi- 
ble indicate the steps in his argument. 
gospel teaches not only atonement, 
but mortality. The fact of the res- 
urrectyn is proved in apostolic preach- 
ing because the scriptures foretold it 
and also because of the attestation of 
many witnesses, all the way from Peter 
and the 500 to Paul himeelf. In the 
second aph the writer insists 
that the fact of the resurrection is es- 
sential to Christianity. If a dead man 
cannot be raised then Christ was not 
raised, and if Christ is not risen then 
the religion of Christ is false and faith 
fa vain. In the third paragraph the 
argument culminates in the evident 
place the resurrection has in the in- 
finite plan by which Christ comes to 
reign over all His foes and even death 
is vanquished. Uniess the resurrection 


le a fact which the risen Christ brought 


to light, God cannot become all in all 
and the divine purpose is a failure. 
Underneath the argument runs the 
thread of Paul's own experience; he 
knows that Jesus is risen because he 
had seen Him and could say ‘He ap- 
peared to me also.” His argument fs 
convincing because he knows from his 
own experience. 

“After presenting the most cogent 
reasons for faith, he turns to the 
doubters in whose ranks he once was. 
He warns them to shun that course 


fof living by which a man becomes 


blinded to the knowledge of God. There 
are two classes of the intelectually 
perplexed: those who are not satisfied 
to drift in doubt and those who fear 
te be delivered lest they have to clean 
up their lives. One class is like the 
smalj but growing tree. It always 
grows higher. The other is like the 
dead tree, it cannot grow up. it can 
only rot down. No matter how small 
the faith of the growing doubter, he 
will at last grow tall enough to see 
above the shadow of the forest of ig- 
norance, but the rotting tree of doubt 
can never get above the shadow unless 
it begin to take on new Nfe and grow. 
The man with the evil heart of unbe- 
lief has the dry rot at the heart. He 
hugs his doubt lest he be compelled 
to clean up the dark corners of his 
life. For the doubter, bad at heart, 
there is mo hope, but for. the growing 
doubter. like Paul, there is always 
some Damascus road where he can 
meet the and say ‘He 
a red to also.’ 

Orne last half of the chapter deals 
with the form of the resurrection. 

“The difficulty is suggested in the 
first verse of the section: How can 
there be a resurrection and what sort 
of a body could rise? I can’t believe 
in immortality, because the flesh de- 
cays so readily. In this section we 
find that St. Paul's Easter message 
speaks to the man whose thinking is 
in the terms of evolution. The apostle 
shows that the resurrection is essen- 
tially the crisis in the evolution from 
flesh to spirit. Instead of the resur- 
rection being an event isolated and 
unique in nature and so incredible, it 
appears to be a universal principle in 
the progress of the universe. Vegetable 
growth is from the dead and buried 
seed through a resurrection into new 
glory of life. Animal life passes 
through similar crises as it advances 
in glory upon the way in ‘the ascent of 
man.’ There is a glory of fishes and 
birds and beasts and still a higher 
one of man. No less must the resur- 
rection principle account for the evo- 
lution Into a spiritual body fitted for 
the new life which Jesus the risen one 
brought to light, of which Paul is final- 
ly sure pagan gen he could say ‘He ap- 

to me also.’”

Dr. Thompson. , 

Rev. J. S. Thomson, pastor of the 
Independent Church of Chrigt, preached 
yesterday on “The Messages of the 
Angels at Christ's Tomb.”

He is alive with the whole 
power of God in His life. He is the 
greatest living force in the world toJduy. 
Mary was asked by the angel, “Why 
weepest thou?” Her joy was going to 


be excessive. She was going to be 
the first to see her spiritual Master. 
ee Was worthy to have this divine 

avor. Easter is a glorious festive, 
sublime revelation, a door of the grand- 
est hope, a blessed message te God's 
children on earth, a declaration of that 
law of the universe which insures 
immortality and upward progress for- 
ever. The angels are at every grave 
that will be visited today. They will 
not be seen, but through spiritua! laws 
and agencies their messages will be 
felt and learned. The angels told the 
women that Christ's words should be 
studied regarding the resurrection. 
When we visit the tombs of our beloved 
dead, it will be well for us to remem- 
ber lovingly the words and deeds of 
the departed in order to feel the di- 
vine meaning of the resurrection.

Significance of the Resurrection. — 

The First Christian Church observed 
Easter yesterday with very pretty and 
tasteful decorations and exquisite 
Easter music. The pastor, Rev. A. C. 


“The fact of the resurrection ts one 
of the best substantiated events in his- 
tory. The significance and meaning of 
the resurrection challenge my atten- 
tion today. 

“The resurrection accords with the 
eternal purpose of . Christianity 
was no afterthought of the divine 
Father. The plans with reference to 
the race existed from eternity. The 
coming of Jesus for the redemption of 
the world was according to the de- 
terminate counsel and foreknowledge of 
God, The prophets centered their atten. 
tion upon Jesus and foretold the fact 
that God would not leave the soul of 
His Son in Hades nor suffer His holy 
one to see corruption. Jesus often fore- 
told His own experience with death 
and His own victory over the grave. 
The significance of Jesus's resurrec- 
tion is therefore found tn His relation 
to God and His eternal purposes and 
to man and his redemption. 

“His resurrection was upon a level 
with His works and words and is no 
more wonderful than His conduct and 
character. A marvelous consistency is 
maintained in the whole earth life of 
Jesus, from His miraculous conception 
to His no more miraculous ascension. 
Men need not marvel at the miracle 
of the resurrection of Jesus as long as 
His character and words are so mar- 
velously influencing the race. The pro- 
duction in fiction of such a character 
as Jesus would be as marvelous as His 
existence as a historic fact hecause it 
would surgass the human as does Je- 
sus. 

“His Fesurrection was an expression 
of His supreme mastery in realms de- 
fying the powers of man. It demon- 
strated His mastery over matter. Did 
not His spirit reanimate the lifeless 
form it had eccupled and turn it into 
service for His apirit? Did net He al- 
ways master wind and wave, matter 
and motion? He was ever the Master 
of the forces of matter. His resurrec- 


tion proved His supremacy in the 


power 


realm of mind or spirit. 
spirit come back from the spirit world 
to finish His work here? | 
the laws of the spirit world subservi- 
ent to Him? The demons in the « 
realms were always subject to 
His resurrection showed His 
over.the grave.

the carnation, and the white for the 
lily? Though there are millions and 
millions of wild flowers every spring 
and summer; though the fields may be 
covered with dandelions and daisies, 
and sunflowers and golden rod, yet 
each individual flower shows . 
tender care, whether it be the trailing 
arbutus, hiding in the mountaizis, or 
the sweet mignonette and the bivebelis 
and the forget-me-nots, and all the 
frailer floral beauties, which are grown 
- the greenhouses of the horticultur- 


ts. 

“Another Easter lesson. After we 
have done our best, then, like the wild 
flowers, let us trust God that He will 
do what te best for us. After we have 
done our best, we have no more right 
to worry about our future than the 
wild flowers have to worry 
are going to get a drink, or from what 
quarter their daily meals are to come, 
or where they are to find their sun- 
shine, or their nights in which to sleep. 
I find all the more justification In the 
use of this figure because at times it 
seems to me that flowers, after all, 
are not mere inanimate objects, but 
have a certain intelligence of their 
own, They seem to me at times to be 
almost human in their desires. 

“Let us imagine for a moment that 
the wild flowers can speak. What would 
you-think of a rose, which two or three 
times in a night, should wake up, open 
its petals and begin to cry, saying, ‘Oh, 
it is so dark. I cannot see. I wonder 
if I will ever have the sunbeams again 
kiss my cheek and make me blush? Oh, 
no. That is not the rose’s way. The 
rose says to herself, when she hears 
the angelus tolling in the village: ‘Now 
it is time for me to say good-night 
and go to sleep. I have done a useful 
day's work. I have made honey for a 
dozen bees. I have made the tired, 
sick mother, riding by in her a 
clap her hands for joy, and say, , 
what a beautiful rose.”

. t such a man as Jesus lived, 
no one who is an honest student of 
history, can doubt. We wish we had 
more details his life, and 
that some of the things which are now 
forever lost in the obscurity of the 
past, were made more plain, still re- 
joice we must that He lived the won- 
derful life He did. 

“He taught as no other teacher ever 
teught. sacrificed. He laid all on 
the altar of His faith and His love: 
He surrendered everything that human- 
ity holds dear, that He might be ep- 
tirely loyal to the truth as He ki 
it to be. I for one do not picture Him 
as a great King. up in Leaven some- 
where, sitting on a splendid throne 
with a crown on His head and lnying 
aside that crown, abandoning thet 
throne, and leaving behind all His mag- 
nicence, that He might become a wan- 
derer and an outcast, to satisfy sume 
abstract idea of justice, but J think 
of Him as a loving-hearted, beautiful, 
pure, young man, with all the ambitions 
and hopes and visions of all true young 
men, with a view love of the truth 
and a great love for the truth, and a 
great co sness of personal power, 
and yet with courage to refuse to use 
that power for any low, dase or selfish 
ends. 

“He died. He was cruci with 
malefactors, as a common inal 
There is no doubt about this whatever. 
He was utterly fearless. He never 
swerved a single hairsbreadth. There 
were no limits to which he would not 
go in His loyalty to the needs of hu- 
manity, and in His absolute loyalty 
to the truth. This great event of the 
cross is only the consummation of a 
life, every part of which marks the 
way of the salvation of the race. And 
lL think of this sublime deed of hero- 
ism and terrible agony and sacrifice on 
the cross, not as anything that has 
any effect on God, but as something, 
first of all, that has a sublime effect 
on men, and then teaches all men the 
thing that we ought to be willing to do 
with our lives, in our hattle for the

SPORT BEGINS WEDNESDAY.

BIG RAFTS THREATEN TRADE OF 
SCHOONERS. ‘ 


San Pedro Shipping Men Say the 
Lumber Combinations Are Liable 
to Greak up and be Menace to 
Coming South. 


SAN PEDRO, April 23.—Owners of 
coastwise lumber vessels, both sail and 
steam, are viewing with much alarm 
the growth of the log-rafting business 
on this Coast. They are beginning to 
fear that this method of transporting 
lumber will so seriously cripple rates 
that vessels now in service cannot con- 
tinue to operate, if, in fact, it does not 
completely drive the smaller sailing 
schooners out of the lumber trade. 

Several log rafts will be brought 
from the Columbia River to San Fran- 
cisco during the summer by the Ham- 
mond Lumber Company. The first of 
them ig nearing completion, and in the 
early part of June will be towed 
down by the steamer Francis H. Leg- 
gett. The raft will be about 700 feet in 
length and will draw twenty-five feet 
of water. It will contain the enormous 
amount of 8,000,000 feet of lumber, 
board measure. 


Ship owners are very unfavarable 
to these rafts from the North. Aside 
from the loss to their business, they 
claim that there is great of 
the raft meeting bad weather and 
breaking up, thus menacing the ves- 
sels plying on the Coast. It was proven 
last year, however, that a raft can 
be constructed so that the danger of 
its up is considerably lessened.

But Mr. Heyburn expresses 
the belief that this will all be done 
away with at the next session, and 
that Senators and Representatives 
alike will inform themselves as to 
the need for pure food legislation, and 
will supply legislation which will 
bring about the needed reform. 

A recent dispatch to the New York 
Tribune, from Washington, quotes Mr. 
Heybura, in explanation of the neces- 
sity for a national pure food law, as 
follows: 

“Every State, save perhaps one, in 


the Union, has adopted more or less 
legislation of this character, 


terated drugs, foods and liquors would 
be complete, were it not for the ‘un- 
broken package’ decisions of the Su- 
preme Court, under which one State 
is practically powerless against the 
importation of this class of goods 
from another. The fact that the vari- 
ous State legislatures have adopted 
pure food bills demonstrates that the 
people are alive to the necessity of 
such legislation, and the one link 
necessary to perfect the chain is a 
Federal bill whigh will cover inter- 
state commerce, over which the States 
can exercise no jurisdiction. With an 
efficient Federal] pure food bill on the 
statutes the manufacture and sale of 
spurious articles intended for human 
consumption would be rendered im- 
possible or unprofitable, and the energy 
now devoted to this industry would 
be turned into lines more worthy, if 
less profitable, while human health 
would be immeasurably conserved and 
the weak, the children and the sick 
would be saved from the pernicious, 
sometimes fatal, effect of adulterated 
or attenuated drugs and unsound and 
unhealthful food. 

“Under existing conditions the 
States can, and in most instances have, 
enacted laws which protect their citi- 
zens from the manufacture of spurious 
goods within their own borders, and 
from the sale of goods so manufac- 
tured, but the so-called ‘original pack- 
age’ holding of the Supreme Court 
renders it impossible for them effec- 
tually to protect their citizens against 
impure foods and food products man- 
ufactured in sister States.” 

It is obvious, although the matter 
has not heretofore been made very 
conspicuous, that the lack of a na 
tional pure food law is responsible, 
in a greater degree than any other 
influence, for the non-effectiveness of 
State laws and municipal ordinances 
on the subject. Clearly, States cannot 
enforce their pure food laws with any | 
degree of thoroughness if “original 
packages” of adulterated foods are 
permitted to pass from one State to 
another unchallenged. Municipalities 
are hampered in the same manner. 
While they, might practically put a 
stop to food adulteration within" their 
own limits, if that were the only prob- 
lem confronting them, they cannot 
do so withOut great difficulty while 
adulterated products from outside !o- 
ealities are allowed to come in in 
“origina! packages,” without any guar- 
anty as to their purity. If the United 
States government would enact a pure 
food law, and would provide that al! 
original packages, as a requisite to ad- 
mission to interstate transportation, 
should bear a government certifica- 
tion as to purity, the problem of pure 
foods would be much simplified. Mu- 
nicipal and State authorities would 
then be enabled to enforce their own 
laws with much more certainty, and, 
without discrimination against home 
producta. 

Mr. Heyburn proposes in his new 
bill, to abandon the term “foods” as 
applied to whiskies. They will be re- 
ferred to as liquors, and he 
that they shal! be branded as “straight 
whisky,” “blended whisky,” or “recti- 
0d whisky.” “So branded,” says 
Senator Heyburn, “the whisky con- 
sumer can take pains to post himself 
regarding the processes implied by 
the jabels, and if he consumes impure 
whisky it will be his own fault.” 

Mr.. Heyburn mentions another seri- 
ous evil which he believes his pro- 
posed pure food bill will remedy. He 
says: 

“One of the most serious evils which 
the proposed bill would remedy is the 
traffic in decomposed meats. Under 
existing conditions, the great pack-

storage great quantities of meat, which 
they buy when the market is lowest 
and store for a rise. In fact, they 
themselves frequently create the rise, 
and then sell out their reserve sup- 
plies, but, unfortunately, some of this 
meat remains in storage for years, be- 
comes diseased, impregnated with 
decomposition, and then is sold to 
unwitting consumers, who may be 
seriously injured by eating it. One 
of the advantages the packers enjoy 
as a result of this system is to con- 
trol absolutely the market for dressed 
meats and the prices of live-stock. 
Whenever the market stiffens up, and 
the cattle or sheep raiser attempts to 
secure a little higher price for his 
stock, the packer draws on his cold 
storage supply and informs the cat- 
tle raiser that the demand has fallen 
off and that he must sell at lower 
prices or not at all.” 

For something like six years the 
Senate has had before it pure food 
bills of one kind or another. That 
none of these measures have passed 
is little less than a national scandal, 
when the urgent necessity for action 
is so apparent. It is to be hoped that 
Senator Heyburn is not oversanguine 
when he expresses confidence that the 
Senate will pass a pure food bill at 
the next session of Congress. -The 
House may be relied upon to do its 
duty, as it did at the last session. If 
the Senate will abandon its dog-in-the- 
manger policy, the ‘tesired legislation 
will doubtless be enacted at the next 
session. 


WISE CONCLUSION. 

The Board of Public Works has 
arrived at a wise conclusion in decid- 
ing that hereafter no petitions for 
improving the streets with natura! soll 
shall receive the board's indorsement 
It ig a conclusion which ought to have 
been reached long ago—and adhered 
to. 


It is quite true that the initial cost 
of trying to “Improve” the surface of 
a street with natural soi] is jess than 
the cost of making a street surface as 
it ought to be made. If the object 
of “improving” the street were to fit 
it for the growing of cabbages and 
other useful vegetables, the natural 
soll plan would no doubt prove high- 
ly efficacious. But as the street is to 
be used for an entirely different pur- 
pose than that of growing vegetables,

the results desired are to be attained. 
initial cost of a garden- 
much less than that of a 
road properly constructed, the cheaper 
road is the more costly in the end. The 
dirt road, no matter how nicely its 


repairs. With every heavy rain, the 
earth is washed away, leaving the 
surface seamed with gutters and the 
gutters filled with detritus, which must 
be removed every season, and some- 
times several times in one season. A!! 
this is costly work, for which the city 
must pay; for after having once ac- 
cepted an improved street the city is 
pound to keep it in repair. 

The expense to the city for keeping 

these improperly constructed roads in 
repair fs becoming a heavy annual 
burden. There are, it is estimated, 
some twenty miles of these natural- 
soll streets in the city, and on most 
of them the annual cost of mainten- 
ance is heavy. If the city were 
financially in a position to bear the 
expense, it would probably be a mat- 
ter of true economy to resurface all 
of these streets with a suitable ma- 
terial, which would wear longer and 
give better satisfaction all around. 
No small amount of the economy ef- 
fected would be in the saving of water, 
for it requires less water to keep 
the dust laid on a hard, graveled street 
than is required for the same purpose 
on a street composed of light, absorb- 
ent soll. On a surface of the latter 
kind, the dust soon becomes so thick 
that nothing short of a heavy drench- 
ing will effectively lay it. 
It is time for this great and beauti- 
ful city of Los Angeles to enter upon 
a new era of street building. Instead 
of building for the present and the 
immediate future, we should build for 
the more distant future as well. The 
best roads we can make will be the 
cheapest in the end. Los Angeles has 
passed the village cross-roads period 
of its career. 


ACANT LOT GARDENING. | 
In 1894, a year of acute industrial 
crisis through widespread lack of em- 
ployment, when idle men were assem- 
bled and organized under the name 
there came into 
operation the plan of turning over 
town lots to be cultivated by those 
who chose to tackle the work, free of 
charge and for the profits that indus- 
try might earn. Detroit was the first 
center where this experiment was 
tried, and after its immediate and 
notable success, fifteen thousand dol- 
lars’ ‘worth of produce being raised 
within four months, other cities 
promptly fell into line. Buffalo, Boston 
and Philadelphia were among the 
places that adopted the scheme, all 
with equally gratifying results. 
But after two or three lean years of 
slack work there have followed full 
eight years of industrial prosperity, 
during which only those who are per- 
severingly idle have so remained. Ip 
this improved condition of things, va- 
cant lot gardening has fallen into des- 
vetude in most of our big cities. 
Philadelphia alone appears to have 
continued the work in a systematic 
way and on a constantly increasing 
scale. The Vacant Lots Cultivation 
Association of that city has just is- 
sued its eighth annual report, that for 
the year 1904, and it is truly an il- 
luminating document. For the facts 
and the figures fo to prove most con- 
clusively that, even in times of gen- 
eral prosperity, this methoa of en- 
couraging individual oeffort towards 
bettering its condition can do a won- 
derful amount of practical good. For, 
although the poor are ever with us. 
and will, in all human probability 
ever be with us, quite a_ large 
proportion of this number, if ju- 
encouraged, manifest the

| This Philadelphia report shows 
that the work of cultivating vacant 


the association not only brings sub- 
stantial profits to families requiring 
partial financial assistance, but trains 


other kinds of labor to habits of in 
dustry and thrift that gradually raise 
them to a position of complete inde 
pendence. Each applicant is ailotted a 
garden as close as possible to his 
home on the sole conditions that he 
cultivate it well throughout the ses 
son, and that he do not trespass up 
on his neighbors’ plots, or, while he 
is accorded the full. right to all that 
his labor produces, he must accord to 
others the same rights. His failure to 
observe these rules forfeits his privi- 
lege. But only in rare instances has 
there been any violation of either the 
letter or the spirit of the associa 
tion’s law, and during the eight years 
opportunity has thus been opened to 
thousands of individuals, some too 
old, others physically unfit, or men- 
tally incapacitated to keep the pace of 
keen modern business competition. 

To indicate the permanent effects 
of this philanthropic scheme, last 
year’s figures may be taken. During 
1904, eight hundred gardeners were 
partially assisted with seeds, fertili- 
zers, tools, and instruction. This sea- 
son, eighty-five of these have either 
rented or secured on their own ac 
count the loan of gardens, and are 
cultivating them wholly at their own 
expense. Thus one out of every ten 
has become self-reliant and self-sup- 
porting. The financial gain of such & 
change is considerable, but its mora! 
effect upon the entire community is 
simply incalculable. While the one 
man in ten has succeeded to the full, 
the other nine are just a little be 
hind him, and are striving hard to 
follow in the footing of his steps. 

Nor are the benefits of the sys 
tem wholly confined to the workers. 
Pieces of ground that have long been 
unused, that have become overrrew? 
with rank weeds. and have served 
merely as a depository for various 
kinds of unsightly and unhealthfil 
rubbish, are brought into profitaple 
bearing, and assume a trim appear- 
ance that adds to the attractiveness 
and value of the property. Tracts 
around the city are being taken up 
by groups of the gardeners, rented, 
thoroughly fertilized and plowed, and 
so transformed from mere specula- 
tive building sites into income-yield- 
ing lands. Then again, a practical 
outgrowth of the Philadelphia experi- 
ment has been the establishment of 
the school-garden system that is now 
extending as a branch of industrial 
education all over the country. The 
benefits to health in the case of both 
the children and the adults accru- 
ing from work in the open air, the 
powerful influence in promoting 
briety, good living, and happy familiy 
life—these are concurrent advan- 
tages that have only to be wmen- 
tioned to be appreciated.

THE EARTH'S ENERGY. | 


How it Can be Made Available to De- 
velop the Industries of All 
{New York Times:] When the Stand- 
ard Oil Company is dissolved, when 
the gas trusts are extinguished, and 
the coal kings finally vanquished by 
virtue of the exhaustion of their 
natural products, how will civilization 
obtain fuel for light and energy, ever 
nereasingly demanded for the world’s 
domestic uses and the industrial arts? 
Th.s question has been propounded be- 
feure, but it now receives a signally 
cplimistic from N. 8. Shier 
in the International Quarterly for 


April. There is unused power in the 
world which invention has just ren- 
dered commercially availa com- 


pared with which the resources of the 
coal fields and oil wells are insignifi- 
cant. 

It is certain that the rivers of the 
earth will hescerorth ve utilized for 
electrical supply over large areas to 
reinforce the needs of civilization. Their 
output of energy is not like that from 
coal, in process of speedy exhaustien, 
but permanent and uanceasing. Over 
practically the entire extent of North 
America, whose e2vailaLle water power 
is the best of any continent, In- 
dustrial centers wit converge on the 
east between the Arctic Circle and the 
Ohio, and westward throughout the 
contingntal valley from the upper Mis- 
sigtippi and the Ohio to the Mackenzie 
River. The industrial configuration of 
Eurepe will change, its great manufac- 
turing centers shifting to the streams 
radiating from the Alps, the headwa- 
ters of the Rhone, the Po, and the 
Rhine, and to Sweden and Norway, 
whose rivers descend from great 
heights steadily and with speed. By 
its tremendous possibilities of water 
power, second only to those of North 
America, the exploitation of Africa 
may be accomplished. The eastern 
lenrth of the Andes and the mountain 
watersheds of Bastern Brazil will de- 
velop South America commercially, and 
the southern and eastern versants of 
the Himalayas will pour down their 
benefits of electrical power upon me 
populations of China and India. 

The energy of its rivers alone should 
supply the needs of al) the hosts of 
earth which the soil may sustain. But 
there is also the tidal movement of the 
oceans, once limited to tide-mills for 
grind] corn, whose possibilities for 
power wledge of the uses of the 
storage battery has begun to fathom. 
The genius of the .winds, for centuries 
with but a modicum of its power at the 
service of the fleets that wing the 
deep, may now be tamed and harnessed 
to the compelling uses of electricity. 

It is comprehensible that coal and 
ofl. hitherto the chief dependence of 
the world’s industries, furni#h but a 
residuum of the earth's avaliable stores 
of energy. But this residuum is vast. 
Combustible carbon in the forme of 
peat, coal, oll, and gas is expected to 
jast for the world’s consumption dur-

DRUG CLERKS 
ARE AGITATED. 


Law Cutting Down Hours 
Goes Into Effect. 
| 
Pay Reduced in Proportion by 
Smaller Stores Hardest Hit 
by the Change. 


Some of the unsavory packages pre- 
pared by the late unlamented pal es 
ture are now being unwrapped. 
The drug clerks got their yesterday. 
It was then that the new law reguiat- 
ing the number of hours during which 
drug dispensers can be employed wnt 
into effect. 
The measure was railroaded through 
the Legislature at the behest of a 
gang of labor dictators in San Fran- 
cisco. It was essentially a union proj- 
ect. 
The enactment cut down the number 
of hours which drug clerks may work. 
To those who gave it but a 
examination the law seemed to be a 
good thing for the medicine mixers. It 
limits them to sixty hours a week. 
Yesterday the clerks in most of the 
stores were that 
nm proportion 
to the shortened time. This means a 
every month. 
When the clerks saw how it worked 
they were up in arma. 
The old arrangement could not re- 
turn; the new law prevented that. Their 
employers claimed they could not af- 
fori to pay the same Wages as when 
the clerks put in more time. ae 
else will draw that money The 
wuole thing is both for 
employé and tor.

Last night everybody was disgusted 
with the operation of the latest freak 
of the unionists. 

Some of the clerks were talking of 
getting up a strike and demanding that 
the proprietors pay the old wages un- 
der the changed conditions. The wiser 
ones shy at this method, and it now 
seems probable that their counsels will 
prevail. 

“What makes us hot.” said a drug 
clerk last night, “is that we can’t put 
in a few extra hours if we want to and 
get extra pay for it. The law was 
framed without regard to the necessi- 
ties of the drug business.”’ 
The proprietors say they will have 
y extra men for the hours that 
r clerks are forbidden to 
—that medicine stores must keep 
open more than ten hours a day.
